He took the pistol from his 
pocket, saying it was not loaded, and com­ 
menced snapping it, when it went cif, and 
the bullet entered the left cheek of the girl, 
breaking her jaw and ranging upwards and 
lodging in the base of the brain.

The Captain reports that on Mon­ 
day, the 6th inst., when three days out and 
in the latitude of Columbia river, the ship 
sprung a-leak. 
All hands were called, and 
fortUD&tely having a donkey engine aboard it 
w as rigged, and at 1:30 A. M. on Tuesday, the 
7th, got to work, there being four feet of 
water in the hold. The engine, working con­ 
stantly and throwing nearly fifty tons of 
water an hour, did not get the pumps sucking 
until till 4:30 P. M. on Tuesday. 
The wind 
hieing southeast, the vessel was turned back, 
making Beven or eight inches an hour. A t one 
time the donkey broke, and all hope seemed 
gone, for 
by 
hand 
the 
water 
could 
not be held in check 
and the vessel 
would have foundered in a few hours ; 
but Captain McIntyre got the donkey to 
working again, and then watched and tended 
it himself night and day, for 'ear of further 
accident, till Friday, while off the entrance 
ot the Straits, the Captain was passing the 
engine, and bis oil-coat blew into the belt, 
and he was dragged into the wheel. When 
he reached the wheel he stopped the engine, 
bringing up like a wedge between the belt 
and wheel. 
Fortunately they were working 
with low steam, just enough to keep the ves­ 
sel free, or he would have lost his life. 
His 
cries brought assistance, and his men man­ 
aged to free him by cutting off his clothing. 
Working into the Straits, Captain McIntyre 
managed to reach Esquimault on Sunday. He 
was brought here, where his family reside. 
He is badly bruised, and unable to move his 
right leg and side. 
Only the best of judg­ 
ment and unweaning care could ever have 
brought the Revere into port. 


IDAHO. 


Heeling of the Legislature. 
Boise C itt, December 14th.—The Idaho 
Legislature convened here yesterday, and a 
complete organization of both branches has 
beea effected. 
Hon. John Hailey of Boise 
City was elected President of the Council, 
and Hon. E. B. True of Idaho county, 
Speaker of the House. 
Both are Democrats. 
The Democrats have a working majority in 
both branches. 
The two houses will meet in 
joint Convention to-morrow evening, when 
Governor Neil will deliver his message. The 
Governor in his message takes strong grounds 
against the Mormon practice of polygamy in 
the eastern counties of the Territory, and 
recommends changes in the laws to meet and 
check the growing evil. The reports of the 
Controller and Treasurer show a surplus of 
over 815.000 in the treasury, against a debt 
of only §69,000. 
The cold w-eather has broken with heavy 
rains, and it is now nearly ss mild as April. 


CHINA 
AND 
JAPAN. 


Arrival of the Steamer Belglc from Hong­ 
kong and Yokohama. 


[By tetorraph from San Francisco.} 
S an F rancisco, December 14th. — The 
bteaiuer Belgic arrived to-day from Hcng- 
kcng, via Yokohama, furnishing the follow­ 
ing news: 
CHINA. 
Hoxukono, November 13th (via Shanghai, Novem­ 
ber 17th).—1The humaeitarian policy of the Gov­ 
ernor of Hongkong, feir John Pope Hcnnessy, in 
abolishing the branding au.1 Hogging of Chinese 
criminals, and which gave rise to so nmch adverse 
criticism in the local newspapers, has been indors d 
by Lord Kimberley, Secretary of State for the Col­ 
onies. 
The business of the Supreme Court of Hongkong 
was brought to a standstill for two or three days, in 
consequence of a dispute between Chief Justice Sir 
John Smale and F. H. Gibbons, Registrar of tho 
Court. The difficulty has been surmounted by the 
Registrar's return to England. 
Reports from Pekin in reference to tbe trouble 
with Russia are very contradictory. 
Tso Tsung Tang is on his way from the Ui fron­ 
tier to the capital, and it is believed that he means 
mischief. Li, for the moment, is des^iondent, but it 
is heli that the greater danger is that of dumosliq 
strife between the two parties in the palace. 
The po’itical aspect is more variable at present 
than it has been for months before. 
F. P. Knight, of Shanghai, an American, formerly 
one of the Commissioners for China at the Centen­ 
nial, committed suicide on the Sth of Nweiaber 
while laboring under aberration of mind. 
JAPAN. 
Yokohama, November 25th.—The Government is 
muking strenuous efforts to economize, and in pur 
suance of this jxilicy had a sale to private individ­ 
uals of faetones which were formerly established by 
it to stimulate native industries. Various public 
departments have also been instructed to reduce 
their expenses, and the guards heretofore attending 
the Privy Councilors have 
been abolished. 
By 
these and other economical measure*» which are in 
progress a saving of about $10,090,000 annually is to 
be effected, which sum is to be devoted to the re­ 
demption of pajiei currency. It is ata) stated in the 
native papers that the Minister» to Austria, Italy 
and Holland are to be recalled, in order to aid in 
the general reduction of Government expenditures. 
Owing to the return from China of the Secretary 
of the Japanese Government, whither he had been 
sent on a sp cial mission, the Rin Kin question has 
again been brought up. At flrtt it was reported 
that China was about to turn against Japan, and 
preparations were made in anticipation of hostilities 
with Russia, but the latest report is to the t ffect 
that the dispute has been definitely settled on the 
basis proposed by Grant. 
Ih e Russian ironclad frigate Kniaz Pojarsky, the 
first of the Lessoffe Kaji fleet from Vladivostok, ar­ 
rived to-day.

W e are informed, on the best authority, 
lliat Eastern capitalists have determined 
to build a railroad in this State, from some 
point near Madera, on the Tulare A'alley 
Railroad, to Fresno Flat, which is thirty 
miles from the Yosemite Valley. 
The ar­ 
rangements are already completed, and it 
is understood that the new road will be 
pushed so energetically as to be completed 
in time to carry the spring travel to the 
valley. 
A railroad to Fresno Flat will cer­ 
tainly 
render the 
trip 
to 
Yosemite 
far 
le3S 
formidable. 
I t 
will in fact 
put it withiu the reach of almost every­ 
body. 
But we are glad that the new 
company does not intend to carry the liue 
any nearer the Valley than Fresno Flat, 
for we are convinced that to do so would 
be to destroy all the picturesqueness and 
charm of the magnificent Bcenery, and to 
rob that marvelous valley of its poetry and 
majesty. 
The road from Madera to Fresno 
Flat is not particularly inspiring. 
I t is in 
fact hot and dusty and monotonous during 
a great part of the distance, and if it can 
be Lurried over behind a locomotive, so 
much the better. 
But thence onward 
there should be no rushiDg, no grading 
down of hills, no prosaic cuttings and fill­ 
ings, 
no 
jar and 
rattle of cars, no 
hideous 
shriek of engines. 
The great 
temple of N ature should be approached in 
N ature’s way. 
The gradual and half-con- 
ccaled development of the wild and grand 
environment of 
the 
valley 
should be 
achieved as heretofore. 
And when at last 
the unimagincd and inconceivable sub­ 
lim ity of the scene breaks upon the trav­ 
eler, he should enjoy and absorb it from the 
primitive convenience of the stage, and not 
from the clashing, roaring, sentiment-de­ 
stroying standpoint of a railroad car. 
In 
short, we should regard the intrusion of a 
railroad into the Yosemite Valley as the 
most inexcusable and monstrous act of 
A andalism. 
I t 
might 
bring 
more 
tourists 
to 
the 
spot. 
I t 
might 
pay the lucre-loving projectors. 
B ut it 
would take all the grace, all the subtle 
beauty, all the reverential atmosphere from 
the valley, and would degrade it to the 
level of those “ show ” places which are at 
once the wonder and disgrace of their vicin­ 
ity. 
Give us by all means a railroad to 
Fr-sno H at, b it let the iron horse stop 
there. 
Nobody who is able to visit Yo- 
■emite at all will object to a thirty-mile 
ride in a stage, and everybody who ha3 
been there will agree with us that to en­ 
te r the valley behind a locomotive would 
be to lose everything best worth preserving 
iu the impicssions it produces.

The Schroder ca3e has ended in the ac­ 
quittal of the defendant, and thus another 
is added to the long list of disgraceful pre­ 
cedents which convince the world th at in 
California there is no public opinion against 
murder. 
This case was in Beveral respects 
peculiar. 
There was no doubt as to the 
fact th at the defendant had killed Dr. Le.- 
fevre, but two pleas were advanced on his 
behalf. 
It was claimed th a t he was justi­ 
fied in committing the homicide because 
Lefevre had seduced Mrs. Schroder, and it 
was also asserted th at he committed the 
homicide while under the influence of emo­ 
tional insanity. 
I t is, however, very re­ 
markable th at the defense did not substan­ 
tiate the charge of seduction, as it must 
have been in their power to do had the 
charge been true. 
They refrained from 
putting Mrs. Schroder upon the witness- 
stand, and they kept her out of Court alto­ 
gether. 
They relied for this part of their 
case entirely upon the statem ents of Dr. 
Stebbins, who knew no more than his 
daughter had told him. 
The Court also 
refused to permit the prosecution to 
avail 
itself 
of 
this 
singular 
omis­ 
sion on 
the 
part 
of 
the 
defense, 
and the result was to convey to the jury 
the impression th at the fact of the 
seduction ought 
to 
be regarded by 
them as proved, when, in truth, no satisfac­ 
tory evidence of it was laid before them. 
AATe- believe th at the rulings of the Court 
upon this point were entirely wrong and 
unwarrantable, and th at because of these 
rulings the prosecution was practically de­ 
nied its rights. 
We believe th at no 
lawyer of any reputation will express a 
different opinion, yet it is perfectly clear 
that upon the demonstration of Lefevre's 
criminal intimacy with the defendant’s 
wife the whole case ultim ately turned. 
It must further be pointed out th at when 
seduction is asserted by a woman, and 
there is no corroborative evidence to sup­ 
port the charge, the greatest caution must 
always be used in accepting it. 
For it is 
a fact well known to physicians and ex­ 
perienced jurists th at women have often 
made similar charges against innocent par­ 
ties, and within the last half century at 
least two famous English divorce case3 
revealed precisely similar hallucinations. 
A propensity to fabricate accusations of 
this kind is one of the phenomena of the 
complex 
disease 
known 
as hysteria, 
and though it may be 
th at no such 
morbid ideas were present to the mind 
of Mrs. Schroder in the present case, it is 
very certain th at the jury were not per­ 
m itted to satisfy thema rives as to the 
genuineness of her story. 
In effect, the 
Court allowed the whole theory of seduc­ 
tion to be taken for granted, and this not­ 
withstanding the fact th at it was the cen­ 
tral point in the case. 
The jury were thus 
thrown back upon the supposition that 
Schroder had real cause for hostility to 
I.sfevre, and the further supposition that 
he might have been insane when he com­ 
mitted the murder. 
Of course these th e­ 
ories were 
incompatible. 
If Schroder 
killed Lefevre because he believed the lat­ 
ter had seduced his wife, insanity had 
nothing to do w ith his action. 
If he was 
insane, then the seduction story need have 
cut no figure iu the case. 
B ut we are con­ 
vinced th at the evidence placed before the 
jury wa3 not sufficient to justify a verdict 
of acquittal, and th at iu rendering such a 
verdict they have once moro cm pharizd 
the utter inefficiency of our criminal ma­ 
chinery to vindicate the theory of the law 
and to punish crime. 


AA’o have, in fact, reached a point at 
which it is necessary to inquire very seri­ 
ously w hether the crime of murder should 
not be stricken from the statute books of 
California. 
If indeed it is public opinion 
which speaks through our criminal juries, 
then it must be recognized that the taking 
of human life is no longer regarded as de­ 
serving of any punishment in this commu­ 
nity. 
It is nonsense to keep up the pre 
tense of treating murder as a crime when 
experience shows th at any man may kill 
his fellow with practical im punity ; when 
it is more dangerous to pick a pocket than 
to cut a man’s th ro a t; and when the 
atrocity of a crime constitutes the surest 
guarantee of its condonation. 
The con­ 
venient and ready plea of emotional insan­ 
ity is always available to screen murderers, 
and now it seems th at we have advanced a 
stage beyond that even, and th at it is held 
justifiable to shoot people down on the un­ 
supported accusations of third parties, whose 
susceptibilities must be so tenderly guarded 
that it would be thought too cruel to make 
them produce any corroboration of their 
atorics. 
I t seems scarcely possible to 
proceed any further in breaking down 
the barriers erected by the law against 
capital 
crimes. 
We 
have 
for many 
years 
been 
under 
the 
tyranny 
of 
“ unw ritten 
law s’’ 
which, 
a3 
the 
lawyers inform us, always supersede the 
written law in cases of this kind. 
Now 
we have a fresh expansion of unwritten 
law, to the effect th at proof of an alleged 
outrage npon a female relative isnot neces­ 
sary, but th at a mero allegation justifies 
homicide. 
It is, in short, clear th at wa 
have reached an equally absurd and intol­ 
erable position, and therefore we assert 
that if there is no possibility of punishing 
murder we ought to recognize the dominant 
public opinion, and conform cur statutes to 
it. 
If this is California civilization, let all 
the world know it. 
Let us have the cour­ 
age of our convictions. 
Let us declare 
through the Legislature th at homicide is 
justifiable, both 
in 
cases of 
proved 
seduction, and in cases where seduction is 
charged or even suspected. 
I t is evidently 
useless to go on protesting against the ac_ 
quittal of mnrderers so long as juries can­ 
not be got to convict them. 
It is ridicu­ 
lous for the public to pretend indignation 
at what is necessarily regarded as its own 
action. 
If juries are really representative, 
then killing is not murder in the eyes of 
Californians. 
If juries are not representa­ 
tive, it is time th at they were made so, if 
the State is to retain any reputation for 
civilized lines of thought and action. 


A CASE IN POINT. 


A dispatch from W ashington in our issue 
of Thursday read as follows : “ A Tences- 
“ see Democrat of some prominence, who 
“ arrived here to-day, reports th at the 
“ Republicans may very possibly succeed 
“ in gaining a 
United States Senator 
“ from th at State. 
He says th at State 
“ Senator Harrison, a prominent Republi- 
“ can, has recently been to Washington, 
“ and assured the Administration that, 
“ with the control of a little patronage, he 
“ (Harrison) could be elected United States 
“ Senator, and that upon his return to 
“ Tennessee Harrison not only told his 
"political friends, but said to the Demo- 
“ crats, that he had everything arranged to 
“ get votes enough in the Legislature, and 
“ th at he would be the next Senator.” Of 
conrse this story may not be true, b a t it is 
to be remarked that it is one of those 
stories which experienced politicians will 
see nothing improbable ia, and the very 
fact that it has been thns publicly bruited 
' shows th at it has not been regarded as 


derogatory to tho3e concerned. 
The one 
really difficult circumstance about it is 
the implication th at the present Adminis­ 
tration has concurred in the proposition of 
the enterprising State Senator .from Ten­ 
nessee, and has agreed to put in his hands 
the Federal patronage with which he expects 
to bribe his way into the U nited States 
Senate. 
AA'hen such a proposition is coolly 
discussed, and in a tone implying a scarcely 
concealed hope th at it may be carried 
into effect successfully, it is evident that 
the need for civil service reform has be­ 
come very urgent. The theory upon which 
all such schemes are based is of course the 
paramonnt necessity of strengthening the 
dominant party in the U nited States Sen­ 
ate. 
There are doubtless numbers of well- 
meaning Republicans who read this dis­ 
patch with approval, and whose only 
thought was th at it would be a very good 
thing if a Republican U nited States Sena­ 
tor could be gained in Tennessee. 
One of 
the worst evils of the spoils syBtem consists 
in its demoralizing influence upon the pub 
lie mind. The extent to which the Federal 
patronage has been abused has dulled the 
perceptions of the people, and when a 
naked transaction of barter and sale like 
this is related, there are very few who 
regard it as improper or immoral. 
I t is 
therefore the more necessary that every 
case of the kind should be carefully ana­ 
lyzed, and th at its true nature should be 
pointed out in the plainest possible way. 
It is perfectly evident th at if Mr. Harrison 
should secure a seat in the United States 
Senate through the use of the Federal 
patronage, Tennessee will have lost a Sena­ 
tor. 
For a man so chosen cannot be in any 
true sense a representative of or delegate 
from the people of his State. 
He is a mere 
creature of the administration, which has 
most unwarrantably interfered in the busi­ 
ness of the State for the base purpose of 
corrupting its people, and defrauding them 
of their right of choice. 
And for the men 
whom it is proposed to buy with Federal 
offices, it is clear th at they coul 1 not be 
the servants of the people, but the pension­ 
ers of a party, while the very fact th at 
they are ready to sell their votes for office 
demonstrates their utter unfitness to hold 
any responsible position. 
The spoils sys­ 
tem as thus illustrated therefore cheats the 
people of a United States Senator, and at 
the same time selects men on the princi­ 
ple of natural unfitness, instead of fitness, 
for Federal offices. 
The whole system of 
government is turned upside down for the 
furtherance of partisan ends, and when this 
is done there are thousands who will ap­ 
plaud the work as “ sm art” and “ credita- 
“ ble.” 
_ 


I t is to make such corrupt combinations 
and bargains 
impossible, among 
other 
things, th at Civil Service reform is de­ 
manded. 
The friends of th at movement 
assert th at the Federal Government cannot 
be trusted w ith a power of dispensing 
patronage which products such evils, and 
which s*> perverts and overturns the whole 
scheme of republican government. 
They 
demand th at neither the President nor 
Congress shall be allowed to exercise any 
dispensing power of the kind. 
They say 
th at the country does not w ant the federal 
offices to le filled with zealous partisans, 
hut with men who understand the work 
they have to do, and who are honest and 
faithful as well as capable. 
They assert 
th at to give a candidate for the United 
States SeDate Federal patronage to dispense 
is in no way more moral or more justifia­ 
ble than to give him coin out of the United 
States Treasury 
with 
which 
to 
buy 
the vote3 of venal legislators. 
They ¡Dsist 
th at any Government which so uses the 
Federal patronage is both corrupt and the 
cause of corruption. 
They maintain that 
the Government, the United States Senate, 
the State Legislature, and the people, arc 
each and all wronged and debased by such 
bargain?, and th at while they are possible it 
ishopeless to expect thatauy public business 
will be performed as it should he. 
It is 
by snch methods th at the baneful “ Boss” 
system iu our polities has been brought to 
such disastrous dimensions. 
I t is in this 
way th at men without statesmanship or 
patriotism or special ability, have been 
enabled to control whole States for years ; 
to monopolize the Federal offices for their 
obsequious henchmen ; to dictate to county 
and State conventions; to punish enemies 
and reward friends out of the 
pub­ 
lic treasury ; to successfully oppose re­ 
forms of every kind, and to practically de­ 
prive the people of representation and voice 
in the counsels of the nation. 
Partisan­ 
ship has weakly accepted all these evils, 
and partisanship new resists their removal. 
But the people themselves have interests 
at stake which can no longer be negtected, 
and it is incumbent upon th im to afford to 
the advoeates of reform all the support in 
their power. 
I t is not enough to attack 
the spoils system vaguely and generally, 
either. 
It is necessary to seize npon spe­ 
cific illustrations of it, as we have done in 
the present instance, and to enforce the 
lessons which they teach to reflecting 
minds. 
Depend upon it, it is infinitely 
better th at Tennessee should return only 
Democrats to the U nited States Senate, 
than th at the Republican party should gain 
a member in that State at the expense of 
its reputation for good morals and concern 
for the welfare of the country. 


THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


The flaunting of the Monroe doctrine in 
opposition to the Panama canal scheme of 
M. Lesseps may be productive of s< ma 
good, if it compels the country to realize 
how impotent it is to maintain any such 
theory beyond the range of mere discus­ 
sion. 
The plain and painful tru th is that 
the U nited States does not possess the 
power to support its pretensions as against 
foreign powers. 
If the French Govern­ 
ment had determined to take a prominent 
interest in the Panama canal, and if our 
Government had objected to such a course, 
the objection could not have passed beyond 
the region c>f diplomacy. 
No doubt the 
American nation is very rich and very 
capable, but before governments can hold 
strong language 
011 questions like the 
Monroe 
doctrine 
they m ust 
b e ' in a 
position to back up their theories by 
pbysical force in the last resort, and that 
is just where we are impotent. 
AA’e have 
not a naval force strong enough to en­ 
counter even such a power as Spain. 
Be­ 
fore the fleets of France, or England, or 
Germany, or even Russia and Italy, we 
should be quite helpless. 
It is therefore 
simply ridiculous for us to attem pt to 
blaster about the Monroe doctrine. 
That 
doctrine is one which foreign powers may, 
if they choose, agree t o ; but assuredly 
we cannot compel them to do so, and if 
they refuse we shall have to back down, or 
we shall have to accept war with the cer­ 
tainty of being worsted until we can build 
an adequate navy. 
T bat is the tru th of 
the situation, and it ought to demonstrate 
the absolute necessity of bringing our navy 
up to a level with those of Europe.

A Protective Measure. 
W ashington, December 14th.—Senator 
Williams introduced in the Senate to-day a 
bill to prevent the introduction or dissemina­ 
tion of infectious diseases among domestic 
animats in the United States. The bill makes 
it unlawful to import or introduce into the 
United States from foreign countries, or into 
any State or Territory from any other State 
or Territory, any animal infected with n 
communicative, infectious or contagious dis­ 
ease. except in accordance with the rules and 
regulations adopted by the National Board of 
Health, or any State or Territory, made in 
pursuance of the bill. 
It prohibits the sale of 
domestic animals affected with contagious 
diseases, such as lung, pl'gue, pleuro-pneu­ 
monia of cattle, splenic or Texas cattle fever, 
foot and mouth disease, hog cholera, etc., in 
violation of the provisions of the bill. The 
bill directs the National Boaid of Health, or 
its Executive Committee, to report to th“ 
President whenever any place ia the United 
States is considered to be dangerously in­ 
fested with infectious disease. The bill also 
gives 1 tower to investigate the subject of such 
diseases and report.

A NEW HOTEL IN 
SACRAMENTO. 


The 
“ Hotel Langham ,” F ourth and L 
streets. 
The new 
“ Hotel 
Langham,” recently 
opened, is intended by its owner, E. P. Figg, 
aud it3 present managers, Terry k Co., to fill 
a field in the hotel line not heretofore occu­ 
pied in this city. The building, situated at 
the corner of Fourth and L streets, and for­ 
merly known as the Figg House, has been 
raise and thoroughly rebuilt, and is now a 
neat and attractive five-story building and 
containing about forty handsomely furnished 
rooms. The conversion of this well-known 
dwelling into a hotel is a news event of more 
than passing moment. The front is finished 
with a double porch extending over two sto­ 
ries. 
The building, which is of brick, is 
painted in ashes of rose hue, which gives an 
extremely attractive appearance. 
A fine, fuil width walk of best artificial stone 
has been lai<l on the south and west fronts of 
the hotel. That on the west is supported on 
brick aich-work, beneath which are com­ 
plete wine and provision store-rooms, as also 
fuel and other storage apartments. 
The 
building is surrounded by a yard, which is 
being ornamented and set to choice flowers 
and shrubs, and the entire premises are sur­ 
rounded by a row of large shade trees stand­ 
ing on the outer lines of the walks. The 
first floor looks out immediately upon the 
surrounding yard space, and embraces a flue 
large reading-room, with an elegant bric-a- 
brac carpet of costly b..dy Brussels, with read­ 
ing tables and furniture to match. 
In the 
rear of the readir.g-room is a wine-room fitted 
in keeping with the general style of furnishing 
on this floor. 
_ 
_ 
In the rear of this is the proprietor’s pri­ 
vate office. Opposite these rooms is a large 
summer dining room, with artificial-stoue 
floor, and in every way ioviting as a cool 
summer banqueting room. Back of these is 
the summer kitchen and other working apart­ 
ments. The entire floor of this story is of 
artificial stone. The next is the main fl w 
of the building, and is but a little above the 
raked walks of the street. Iu the front is 
the main hall and entrance, with all proper 
appointments, and in the rear portion of the 
hall is the business office, furnished as if in­ 
tended solely for exhibition. On fch3 left of 
the hall front is the main reception-room, 
which is eiegantly furnished with bric-a-brac 
carpet, furniture of rosewood and ebouy, 
richly upholstered, genuine Turkey rugs, 
Gobelin tapestry spreads, with antique cur­ 
tains and 
lambrequins, and over all of 
which an additional lust:r and pleasing 
elfect ia caven at night by an elegant chan­ 
delier, hung in a highly unique pattern of 
gilt and crystal. Back of the reception is an 
elegant and costly furnished private dining 
room, r.he furniture being of French walnut. 
Back of this room is the Manager’s private 
I'fEoe, furnished in a correspmding manner. 
On the right of the hall is the grand dining 
room, which is of sufficient capacity to ac­ 
commodate eighty guests at a single spread. 
It is lighted cheerfully by seven large win­ 
dows, and at night is made equally pleasant 
by five chandeliers. The tables are of solid 
carved walnut, French veneer of latest ;>at- 
tern, and chairs to match. A model of art 
adorns one side of this room, in the form of a 
French walnut, finely carved sideboard, fin­ 
ished with marble and plate mirrors, arranged 
as a unique receptacle and depository for the 
table silver. The table service is of approved 
quality and variety. The wood-work of the 
room is grained walnut, and the walls are 
hard finished, 
lu the rear of the dining­ 
room are the kitchen and pantry, which are 
models in their line. The kitchen is furnished 
with the Bramhall & Deane steel range, 
which was purchased originally in New York 
for the Governor’s mansion, but was never 
brought into use until now. 
Upon the next 
floor, in front, is fitted up, in a very rich and 
elegant manner, a ladies’ drawing-room, 
furnished with 
silk brocatel 
and 
rose­ 
wood furniture, with appointments 
and 
trimmings corresponding. The remainder of 
the floor and the upper stories are arranged 
in suites of rooms and single rooms. These 
are each finished and furnished in a style as 
to color of trimmings and furniture inde­ 
pendent of aud different from the other, 
.-■orne aro in blue, si me in brown, others in 
light tints, others in dark. 
All the rooms 
are carpeted with body Brussels. 
The wabs 
of each room are frescoed in a modest but. 
very tasteful sty’e, aud in unique aud artistic 
a- ¡gns. Vari >u3 new patterns of gilt and 
cry.-: tl chandeliers are placed where needed 
throughout. All the rooms are connected 
with the idHce by electric bells, and filtered 
water is provided for the bath, kitchen arid 
all the h u e purposes. 
It is probably one of 
the most elegantly fitted hotels of the in­ 
terior, and in all the styles oi furnishing and 
finishing is new to this section iu the hotel 
line.
